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PREFACE. 


At  a meeting  of  the  Harleian  Soeiety  held  on  the  13th  December,  1871,  the 
offer  of  Mr.  Edward  Morton,  F.S.A.,  to  edit  this  volume  was  accepted,  but 
this  design  was  unfortunately  prevented  by  the  death  of  that  gentleman  on 
the  15th  of  June,  1872.*  The  Society  having  purchased  Mr.  Morton’s  copy 
of  the  original  MS.  from  his  widow  placed  it  in  my  hands  with  a request 
that  I would  edit  it.  I have  carefully  collated  this  transcript  Avith  the 
original,  and  I am  thus  enabled  to  place  a verbatim  copy  of  Harl.  MSS.  5801, 
5802  before  the  members  of  the  Harleian  Society. 

Peter  Neve,  or  Le  Neve,  as  he  called  himself,  in  imitation  of  Sir  William 
Le  Neve,  Clarenceux,  of  whose  family  he  was  a collateral,  was  born  January 
21,  1661-2,  educated  at  Merchant  Taylors’  School,  appointed  Rouge  Dragon 
Pursuivant  of  Arms  17  January,  1688-9,  and  created  on  the  25th  May, 
1704,  Norroy  King  of  Arms.  He  was  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  and  of 
the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  of  which  he  was  at  one  time  President,  and  the 
descendant  of  a family  seated  at  Tivetshall  in  Norfolk  as  early  as  the  reign 
of  Henry  the  Fourth. f He  appears  to  have  been  a man  of  no  mean  ability, 
though  perhaps  somewhat  eccentric,  and  was  a zealous  and  indefatigable 
antiquary, — and  one  who,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  following  pages,  never 
made  an  assertion  when  beyond  his  mere  personal  knowledge  without  quoting 
his  authority,  or  shrank  from  stating  the  truth  from  the  now,  alas  ! too 
prevalent  fear  among  persons  addicted  to  Genealogical  pursuits,  of  giving 
offence  to,  or  incurring  the  displeasure  of,  those  whose  vices  or  follies  when 
recorded  become  no  unimportant  part  of  a genealogical  tree,  and  incidentally 
guide  us  to  a right  conception  of  historical  facts.  Mark  Noble  observes  Avith

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truth  that  “ this  King  at  Arms  was  an  honor  to  the  College/^  and  that  he 
possessed  “ a very  accurate  and  extensive  knowledge  of  antiquities.”*  Peter 
Le  Neve  died  on  the  24th  September,  1729,  and  was,  in  pursuance  of  his 
testamentary  direction,  buried  at  Great  Wichingham  in  Norfolk  1st  October 
following,  t 

Le  Neve  appears  to  have  made  use  of  every  available  source  in  compiling 
his  pedigrees,  as  a glance  at  the  following  pages  will  evidently  shew.  He 
made  enquiries  of  the  persons  knighted  where  possible,  their  friends  or  ac- 
quaintance, from  his  brother  heralds, — as  for  instance,  from  Mr.  Clopton,  who, 
being  a Warwickshire  man,  seems  to  have  been  asked  when  anything  was 
wanted  relating  to  persons  who  descended  out  of  that  county.  At  page  250 
et  seqq.  will  he  found  a list  of  knights  with  notes  to  each,  of  the  persons  from 
whom  Le  Neve  meant  to  ask  information,  or  a reference  to  the  book  where 
he  might  look  for  it ; to  many  of  the  pedigrees  also  a note  is  added  of  the 
name  of  some  one  from  whom  it  might  be  obtained,  as  at  p.  124,  “ q*"®  George 
Wright, p.  140,  ‘^‘^q*’®  at  D*®  Commons.”  References  of  this  kind  are  so 
numerous  throughout  the  work,  that  I cannot  do  more  than  call  attention  to 
them  as  one  of  Le  Neve^s  most  important  sources  of  information. 

Printed  books,  and  sometimes  contemporary  newspapers,  are  referred  to.

t Le  Neve  directed  by  his  will  that  no  other  monument  than  a plain  marble  stone  should  be 
set  up  in  the  church  wall  on  the  inside,  opposite  his  grave,—  a request  it  must  be  said  with  regret 
which  appears  never  to  have  been  complied  with,  and  all  that  remains  to  commemorate  him 
beyond  the  entry  of  his  burial  in  the  parish  register  is  the  following  quaint  but  not  compli- 
mentary verse  written  after  it ; — 

“ An  Epitaph  on  Peter  Neve,  Norroy 
Who  lived  and  Dyed  an  Infidell. 

Here  under  neath  this  spacious  Stone 
Lies  Peter  Neve,  that  faithless  one 
His  Life  and  Death  Declar’d  the  man, 

Deny  it  Neighbours  if  ye  can.”

The  MSS.  in  the  College  of  Arms  naturally  supply  the  most  valuable 
series  of  references  in  the  book, — every  page  teems  with  notes  referring  to 
the  various  Heralds’  Visitations  in  the  College.  The  letters  D and  C,  etc., 
which  mark  the  MSS.  so  well  known,  not  only  to  the  Officers  of  Arms  them- 
selves, but  to  every  genealogist  whose  literary  tastes  have  led  him  to  consult 
them,  render  it  quite  unnecessary  for  me  to  enumerate  them  here.  Besides 
these,  the  Great  Register  of  Nobility,  the  books  of  Funeral  Certificates,  the 
Partition  book,  Vincent’s  collections,  the  book  of  Benefactors,  Walker’s 
Grants,  Le  Neve’s  Baronets,  Arms  of  Knights  of  the  Bath  (M  7),  Sheldon’s 
books.  Dr.  Hutton’s  ‘ London  Monuments,’  Philpott’s  books,  Anglesea’s 
books,  the  book  of  Bishops,  and  many  others,  are  cited  as  the  sources  from 
which  further  particulars  than  here  given  may  be  obtained. 

Furthermore,  Le  Neve  possessed  an  extensive  manuscript  collection  of 
his  own,  to  which  his  references  are  almost  innumerable.  This  consisted  of 
copies  of  the  various  Heralds’  Visitations,  Collections  of  Pedigrees  arranged 
under  Counties,  Ordinaries  of  Arms,  and  books  of  Grants  and  Dockets,  Church 
Notes,  books  of  Pedigrees  arranged  alphabetically,  Old  Deeds,  etc.  I much  regret 
that  I am  unable  to  trace  these  MSS.,  if  still  existing,  to  their  present  place  of 
deposit.  After  the  death  of  Le  Neve  they  were,  together  with  the  rest  of  his 
library,  sold  by  auction  on  the  22nd  of  February  and  following  days,  17|-?-,  at 
the  Bedford  Coffee  House  in  Covent  Garden.  The  sale  catalogue  describes 
them  as  " more  than  a Thousand  Manuscripts  of  Abstracts  of  Records,  etc.. 
Heraldry  and  other  Sciences,  several  of  which  are  very  antient,  and  written 
on  Vellum.  Also  a great  Number  of  Pedigrees  of  Noble  Families,  etc.” 
Le  Neve’s  Knights,  Cole’s  Inquisitions  (very  often  referred  to  in  these  pages, 
now  Harleian  MSS.  410,  411,  756-60),  the  Book  of  Nobility  (sometimes 
referred  to  as  “ my  English  Nobility,”  now  Harl.  MSS.  5808,  6180),  are  now 
in  the  British  Museum.  Le  Neve’s  Baronets,  a companion  collection  to  the 
Knights,  in  three  volumes  (Lot  725  in  his  sale),  is  in  the  College  of  Arms. 
“ My  book  of  Suffolk  pedigrees”  is  Addh  MS.  5523.  Cole’s  Collections  out 
of  the  Court  of  Wards  is  Lansd.  MS.  606-8,  647,  648.  Other  manuscripts, 
once  the  property  of  Le  Neve,  are  in  the  British  Museum,  but  I have  not  as 
yet  been  able  to  identify  them  as  amongst  those  referred  to  in  this  book. 

Having  made  these  remarks  on  the  materials  from  which  the  following 
pages  were  compiled,  I ought  to  mention  one  or  two  things  relating  to  the 
manuscript  itself  and  the  plan  I have  pursued  in  editing  it.  The  first  obser- 
vation in  the  book  seems  to  contain  much  truth, — “ Rem  nullani  peragit  Le 
Nevius  incipit  omuem.’^  His  collections,  indeed,  appear  to  have  extended  to 
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every  branch  of  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  but  he  has  left  behind  him  no 
completed  work.  Such  is  of  necessity  the  fate  of  all  the  labours  of  the 
herald;  the  world  goes  on  increasing,  while  death  prevents  him  from 
recording  its  generations.  The  next,  that  ^'Heraldry  [is]  a study  which  only 
loads  the  memory  without  improving  the  understanding,”  appears  to  have 
been  a favourite  maxim  of  Le  Neve.  I find  the  same  sentence  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Carthew  as  entered  in  his  journal.  This  is  the  only  point  on  w'hich 
I feel  compelled  to  differ  in  opinion  from  so  worthy  an  antiquary  ! 

From  the  preface,  or  rather  the  commencement  of  that  which  was 
intended  for  it,  it  seems  that  these  pedigrees  of  knights  were  originally 
written  for  publication,  though  of  course  in  a more  finished  form  than  they 
appear  here, — this  manuscript  being  little  more  than  a collection  of  rough 
notes  made  from  time  to  time.  The  first  thirty-eight  pages  are  occupied 
by  pedigrees  of  Knights  of  the  Bath,  the  rest  of  the  book  with  pedigrees  of 
Knight  Batchelors.  A few  grants  of  arms,  letters,  etc.,  relating  to  the 
pedigrees  have  been  inserted.  At  page  468  are  some  papers  relative  to  the 
funeral  of  Sir  Charles  Duncombe,  which,  though  unfortunately  imperfect, 
give  an  amusing  picture  of  the  way  in  which  the  officers  of  arms  settled  their 
business  over  a friendly  glass  with  the  undertaker  at  “ the  Horn  Tavern, 
near  the  Heralds^  Office.” 

The  words  “ paid  fee  ” and  “ no  fee  to  be  got  ” will  be  noticed  as  pretty 
regularly  added  against  the  names  of  the  persons  knighted  in  the  latter 
portion  of  the  work ; this  was  the  fee  due  for  recording  their  knighthood  in 
the  Office  of  Arms.  “ No  fee  to  be  got  ” is  generally  written  against  naval 
men,  who,  as  we  learn  from  this  memorandum  on  page  477,  claimed  to  be 
exempt  :* — “ Md.  When  the  person  who  is  a comander  of  a ship  is  Kted  on 
board  of  his  owm  ship  or  any  other,  then  they  have  formerly  claimed  the 
privilege  of  being  exempt  from  paying  fees  because  not  on  land,  but  when 
Kted  on  land  tho’  a seaman  ought  to  paij  fees  if  they  can  be  gott.”  These  are 
perhaps  the  men  described  by  Churchill  as 

“ Doughty  knights  whom  titles  please, 

But  not  the  payment  of  the  fees.” 

Among  the  descents  given  in  the  following  pages,  many  names  will  be 
found  of  men  wdiose  actions  render  them  remarkable  in  the  annals  of 
England.  Lords  Somers  and  Macclesfield,  John  Milton,  William  Penn, 
Sir  Christopher  Wren,  Sir  Thomas  Browne,  Sir  William  Dugdale,  Sir  Peter 
Lely,  Sir  Godfrey  Kneller,  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  Archbishop  Cranmer,  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh,  Sir  Robert  Harley,  Sir  Matthew  Hale,  are  only  a few  culled 
at  random  from  the  ilhxstrious  names  mentioned.  Although  in  reading  the

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following  pages  one  eannot  help  observing  that  the  most  eminent  men  were 
generally  those  who  descended  from  ancient  families,  still  this  consideration 
should  not  lead  us  to  overlook  the  one  peculiar  characteristic  of  this  book,  viz. 
that  unlike  all,  or  almost  all,  other  collections  of  pedigrees,  it  is  exclusively 
devoted  to  the  genealogies  of  men  who  won  for  themselves  a title  of  honour 
by  their  worthy  actions,  instead  of  being  merely  the  fortunate  inheritors 
of  one  from  their  ancestors.  Without  doubt — 

“ Honours  best  tlirive, 

When  rather  from  our  acts  we  them  derive 

Than  our  foregoers.” — All’s  Well  that  Ends  Well,  Act  II.  Sc.  3. 

I need  only  add  a few  observations  on  the  ari’angement  of  the  MS.  for 
press.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  MS.  is  full  of  cross  references,  and  I have 
rendered  these  available  by  placing  a note  of  the  commencement  of  each 
folio  of  the  MS.  in  the  printed  copy, — as  for  example,  5801  fo.  39  (see  page 
112).  I can  best  explain  the  use  of  this  by  an  example.  On  page  113,  after 
the  entry  of  the  marriage  of  Susan  Prettyman  to  Edwd.  Hungerford,  is  “ See 
page  126.”  Turning  on  to  p.  311,  ^‘5801  fo.  126”  will  be  seen,  and  looking 
down  it  on  p.  312  the  pedigree  of  Hungerford,  to  which  this  reference  points. 
Again,  at  p.  452,  under  Tumor,  is  See  this  volume  fol.  7'’.”  Turn  back  to 
p.  386,  where  pedigree  of  Tumor  will  be  found  under  “ 5802  fo.  7,”  which 
commences  on  p.  385.  The  words  page  and  folio  are  used  indiscriminately 
by  Le  Neve.  I have  only  indicated  the  commencement  of  the  folios,  and  not 
put  a second  mark  where  the  back  or  B page  of  them  begins,  it  being  quite 
superfluous  to  do  so.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  after  the  pedigrees 
were  first  entered  Le  Neve  made  constant  notes  and  additions  to  them,  hence 
the  same  date  will  be  sometimes  found  repeated.  Many  of  these  additions 
are  written  in  the  margin.  It  would  have  much  added  to  the  expense  to 
follow  this  arrangement  in  the  printed  copy ; they  have  therefore  in  many 
instances  been  incorporated  with  the  text,  but  always  without  the  least 
alteration  in  the  wording.  Lastly,  I have  endeavoured  to  produce  not  only 
a verbatim,  but  as  far  as  possible  a literatim  copy  of  the  Manuscript,  and 
though  mistakes  will  creep  into  every  book,  I hope  that  in  this  they  are  few 
and  far  between.

To  THE  Reader 

It  being  the  vsuall  custom  to  fix  a preface  to  each  book  which  comes  forth 
into  print  and  this  following  Catalogue  (if  that  custom  had  not  been)  wanting 
something  to  be  said  to  extenuate  the  imperfections  thereof,  there  is  an  absolute 
nescesity  of  entertaining  you  with  something  p’liminary  to  it.  I am  very  conscious 
great  faults  wilbe  found  with  it  most  of  which  were  not  in  my  power  to  help  as  at 
the  time  when  I begin  this  catalogue  it  is  from  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  King 
Charles  the  the  time  when  the  catalogues  which  have  been  already  printed  end, 
the  2*^  whereof  which  I have  lightt  of  as  yet  was  that  put  out  by  Jo.  Philpot  Som’set 
Herald  intituled  A Catalogue  of  Knights  made  by  King  James  the  first  & printed 
for  Humphrey  Mosley  in  the  year  1660,  the  first  A book  intituled  a Catalogue 
of  nobility  Baronets  & Knights  printed  by  John  Dawson  for  Thomas  IValkley  in 
the  year  1642,  the  2*^  Edetion  whereof  was  from  the  first  year  of  King  Charles  the 
first  to  his  death  printed  for  the  same  person  in  the  year  1652  & said  to  have  been 
collected  by  S'"  Richard  George  K‘  Clarencieux  King  of  Arms  then  or  about  that 
time  as  M*'  Anthony  Awood  saith  in  his  Athenae  Oxonienses ; the  Catalogue  I have 
transcribed  from  the  entrys  thereof  in  the  Heralds  office  London  which  are  cransinitted 
to  them  when  their  fees  are  paid  to  the  receiver  so  that  those  gentlemen  wno  paid 
no  Knighthood  fees  must  not  expect  to  have  any  notice  taken  of  the  times  of  their 
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being  Knighted  whereby  disputes  may  happen  coneerning  their  p’cedency  & no 
means  left  to  reeoncile  them,  but  some  few  who  have  not  paid  fees  whicli  could  any 
way  come  to  my  hands  I have  added  in  their  due  places,  and  if  any  should  be 
omitted  who  paid  their  fees,  or  wrong  dates  put  to  those  who  are  ineerted,  I must 
begg  their  pardons  for  the  neglect  and  shalbe  always  ready  to  amend  whatever  error 
I have  com’itted.

Case  About  S''  Charles  Duncombs  funerall. 

On  ^Monday  9"'  April  1711  S''  Charles  Duncomb  K*^  & Alderman  of  London  dyed 
at  his  House  at  Teddington  in  the  County  of  Middlesex.  And  on  Friday  Morning 
after  being  tlie  13"'  of  April  M''  Ives  who  is  Agent  for  the  Upholsterers  Company 
at  their  Hall  in  Ijcadenhall  Street  met  Samuel  "Wastel  the  Porter  of  the  Heralds 
Office  in  Cheapside  and  Ask’d  him  if  iVI''  Stebbing  or  M''  Cromp  (two  of  the  Heralds) 
were  in  Town  and  the  Porter  told  him  yes.  'Whereupon  the  said  M'"  Ives  bid  him 
tell  the  said  M''  Stebbing  and  IM''  Cromp  to  be  within  about  seven  or  Eight  a Clock 
in  the  Evening  for  M*'  Williams  (who  is  the  Upholsterers  Agent  or  IManager  at  their 
House  at  Exeter  Exchange  in  the  Strand)  would  call  upou  them  about  that  time  to 
consult  with  them  about  four  of  the  Heralds  to  Attend  at  S''  Charles  Duncombs 
Funeral  but  that  j\P  Dale  must  not  be  one  so  soon  as  the  Porter  returnd  to  the 
Heralds  Office  he  Acquainted  M""  Stebbing  and  M""  Cromp  with  IM''  Ives  Message 
who  thereupon  staid  within  or  near  the  Office  all  the  Evening  in  Expectation  of  M'" 
■Williams’s  coming,  but  he  did  not  come  or  send  either  to  M''  Stebbing  or  IM''  Cromp 
that  Evening,  but  the  next  IMorning  being  Saturday  the  14"'  of  April  about  11 
a Clock  the  said  M''  IVilliams  came  to  the  Horn  Tavern  near  the  Heralds  Office  and 
sent  for  M''  Stebbing  and  M''  Cromp  up  thither.  M''  Cromp  went  to  him  first  and 
]M''  Stebbing  followed  soon  after  but  before  he  got  up  to  the  Tavern  Mr.  "Williams 
being  in  Haste  was  come  out  with  M''  Cromj)  to  the  Tavern  Door  and  there  he  told 
jM''  Stebbing  and  M''  Cromp  that  it  was  Intended  to  bmy  S''  Charles  Duncomb  from 
Goldsmiths  Hall  at  S*^  Pauls  Cathedral  and  that  the  ffuneral  being  designd  to  be  very 
handsome  and  all  the  trophies  of  Honour  befitting  the  Degree  of  a Knight,  being 
Oi'dered  to  be  prepaid  he  came  to  tell  them  that  he  had  put  down  in  his  Bill  four 
OHicers  of  Armes  to  Attend  the  Funeral  and  Carry  the  Trophies  to  which  the  Rela- 
tions had  not  as  then  Excepted  Against  and  told  the  said  M''  Stebbing  and  Cromp 
that  he  was  going  to  Madam  Brown  S''  Charles's  Sister  who  was  to  be  his  Adminis- 
tratrix his  own  Mother  tho’  alive  having  relinquish’d  the  Administration  in  favour 
of  her  daughter  Brown  and  that  he  would  propose  the  Attendance  of  four  of  the 
Heralds  to  her  and  that  they  should  hear  further  from  him  that  Evening.  Accord- 
ingly about  ....  the  same  Evening  ]\I''  Cromp  receivd  a Letter  from  the  said  M'' 
illiams  subscribed  and  written  with  his  own  Hand  wdiich  was  thus  directed,  To 
IM''  Cromp  at  the  Heralds  Office.  'Which  Letter  was  in  the  Words  following  viz'. 
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S'"  I have  Propos’d  four  Heralds  to  attend  the  Funeral  of  S'"  Charles  and  shall  have 
an  Answer  to  it  on  IMonday.  I doubt  not  but  that  it  will  be  granted  of  which  you 
shall  soon  know  from  S'"

But  between  that  and  Monday  following  the  16“'  of  April  S''  Charles  Duncombs 
Kelations  having  alter’d  their  mind  as  to  burying  S'"  Charles  at  S*^  Pauls  resolved  to 
bury  him  at  Downton  in  Wiltshire  upon  which  M''  Williams  sent  another  Letter  to 
M*"  Cromp  that  Evening  Which  is  as  followeth  viz'. 

[The  letter  is  omitted.] 

However  the  next  Evening  scil’t  Tuesday  17‘^  April  Mr.  Williams  himself  call’d 
at  the  Heralds  Office  about  7 or  8 a clock  to  speak  with  the  said  M'  Stebbing  and 
INP  Cromp  but  neither  of  them  being  within  M'  Peers  IMauduit  another  of  the 
Heralds  met  with  him  at  the  Gate  and  they  went  to  the  Horn  Tavern  where  they 
discoursd  together  concerning  the  Funeral  of  the  said  S'  Charles  Duncomb  and  M' 
AVilliams  tooka  Paper  out  of  his  Pocket  which  he  shew’d  to  the  said  M'  Mauduit  and 
told  him  that  that  paper  was  a Scheme  he  had  drawn  that  Morning  for  the  Funeral 
in  which  he  had  Nam’d  four  Officers  of  Arms  to  carry  the  Trophies  which  he  said 
he  had  shewn  that  day  to  M'  Brown  or  Madam  Brown  (he  does  not  particularly 
remember  which)  and  that  they  had  so  far  consented  to  the  Attendance  of  four  of 
the  Heralds  at  the  Intended  Funeral  that  it  was  in  his  Power  to  fix  the  matter 
with  them.  But  if  IM'  Dale  who  is  one  of  the  Heralds  Extraordinary  was  to  be  one 
of  the  four  Officers  that  should  Attend  it  should  not  be  a Publick  Funeral  which 
was  as  much  as  to  say  that  none  of  the  Heralds  should  attend  at  the  said  Funeral 
to  which  M'  Mauduit  answer’d  that  he  believed  IM''  Stebbing  had  that  Influence  with 
]\P  Vanbrugh  as  to  Engage  him  not  to  let  M'  Dale  serve  for  him  whereupon  IM' 
"Williams  press’d  M']Mauduit  that  he  might  be  assurd  of  that  particular  and  that  he 
would  let  him  know  it  by  12  a Clock  the  next  Day  which  Discourse  with  the  said 
M''  Williams  M*'  Mauduit  having  Communicated  on  Wednesday  Morning  the  IS'**  of 
April  to  M''  Stebbing  and  M'  Cromp  they  both  immediately  went  to  Exeter  Change 
to  speak  with  M""  Williams  about  the  matter  of  the  Conference  with  M'  IMauduit 
but  M'  Williams  being  not  then  within  IM''  Cromp  call’d  at  Exeter  Change  about 
three  a Clock  that  Afternoon  and  spoke  with  M'  Williams  who  appointed  at  seven 
or  eight  a Clock  that  Evening  to  take  a Glass  of  "Wine  with  the  said  Stebbing  & 
Croni]!  and  to  settle  the  matter  about  the  Heralds  Attendance  at  the  Funeral  and 
of  their  going  down  with  the  Corps  to  Downton  which  ....

1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  The  Harleian  Society. 

2.  It  shall  have  for  its  chief  object  the  publication  of  the  Heraldic 
Visitations  of  Counties,  and  any  mamiscrijits  relating  to  Genealogy, 
Eamily  History,  and  Heraldry,  selected  by  the  Council. 

3.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  a President,  nine  Vice-Presidents, 
and  twelve  Members  of  Council,  two  of  whom  shall  hold  the  posts  of 
Secretary  and  Treasurer ; and  any  four,  including  the  Treasurer  or 
Secretary,  shall  form  a quorum.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes,  the 
Chairman  to  have  a casting  vote.  Any  Candidate  may  be  elected  with 
the  consent  in  writing  of  one  Member  of  the  Council,  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  Secretary. 

4.  Three  Members  of  the  Council  shall  retire  in  rotation  annually, 
but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

5.  The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  One  Guinea,  paid  in  advance, 
and  due  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year;  and  Members  elected 
after  two  hundred  and  fifty  shall  have  joined,  shall  pay  an  Entrance 
Fee  of  10s.  Qd.  in  addition  to  their  first  Annual  Subscription. 

6.  The  funds  raised  by  the  Society  shall  be  expended  in  publishing 
such  works  as  are  selected  by  tbe  Council. 

7.  One  volume  at  least  shall  be  supplied  to  the  Members  every  year. 

8.  An  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  June  every 
year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Council  may  direct ; and  due  notice 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Members  of  the  Society  at  least  a fortnight  previ- 
ously. 

9.  No  work  shall  be  supplied  to  any  Member  unless  his  Subscrip- 
tion for  the  year  be  paid ; and  any  Member  not  having  paid  his  sub- 
scription for  two  years,  having  received  notice  thereof,  shall  cease  to 
belong  to  the  Society. 

10.  The  Council  may,  at  their  discretion,  pay  the  expense  of  tran- 
scribing from  manuscripts  whenever  two  hundred  Members,  at  least, 
shall  have  joined  the  Society  ; but  no  payment  in  money  shall  be  made 
to  any  person  for  editing  any  work  for  the  Society. 

11.  No  copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society  shall  be  supplied 
to  persons  not  actually  Members,  and  each  Member  shall  be  restricted 
to  a single  Subscription. 

12.  An  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Society  to  be 
made  up  to  the  1st  of  June  in  each  year,  and  published  with  a list  of 
the  Members  and  the  Kules  of  the  Society  in  the  following  Volume. 

13.  These  Eules  shall  not  be  altered  except  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
and  three  clear  weeks’  notice  must  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  any 
such  intended  alteration.

Duhing  the  past  year  the  Society  has  been  gradually  increasing. 
Thirty-one  members  have  joined,  six  have  resigned,  and  five  are  dead, 
Sir  Joseph  Eadcliffe,  Bart.,  Lady  Frances  Vernon  Hai’conrt,  Edward 
Morton,  Eev.  E.  E.  Eogers,  and  Thomas  Thompson.  The  number  at 
present  on  the  roll  is  three  hundred  and  four.  Three  hundred  and 
thirty-one  members  have  joined  the  Society  since  its  foundation  in 
1869,  twenty-seven  having  died  or  resigned  since  then. 

The  publications  during  the  past  year  have  been  ‘ The  Visitation  of 
Devon  in  1620,’  edited  by  the  Eev.  F.  T.  Colby,  B.D.,  F.S.A.,  and 
‘The  Visitation  of  Cumberland  in  1615,’  edited  by  John  Fexiierston, 
F.S.A.  The  latter  has  been  illustrated  with  woodcuts  of  arms.  ‘ Le 
Neve’s  Catalogue  of  Knights,’  edited  by  George  W.  Marshall,  LL.D. 
F.S.A.,  which  owing  to  its  great  length  will  be  the  only  publication 
for  the  present  year,  is  in  the  press,  and  will  before  long  be  in  the 
hands  of  our  members. 

The  appeal  of  the  Council  for  a fund  for  the  illustration  of  the 
Visitation  of  London  in  1633,  4,  and  5,  to  be  edited  by  Dr.  Howard 
and  Col.  Chester,  has  been  heartily  responded  to  by  members  of  the 
Society  and  other  friends  as  well  as  by  some  of  the  City  Companies. 
The  Court  of  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  London  have  promised 
the  very  liberal  sum  of  twenty-five  guineas  as  soon  as  we  are  in  a 
position  to  state  that  sufficient  funds  are  forthcoming  to  complete  the 
illustration.  Altogether  £229  : 0 : 6 has  been  given  or  promised ; it 
is  estimated  that  £125  more  will  be  required  to  complete  the  work ; 
the  Council  therefore  earnestly  appeal  for  further  aid  towards  so 
desirable  an  object.  Lists  of  subscribers  and  prospectuses  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Hon.  Treasurer  or  Secretary. 

The  Council  have  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  Most  Honourable 
the  Marquis  of  Bute  has  been  elected  a Vice-President  in  the  place  of 
the  late  Sir  Joseph  Eadcliffe,  Bart.
